Ohio River Railroad.
We copy the following "local" state¬

ment from the Cincinnati Commercial of
the 25th of October. We do not understand
it exactly, and would be obliged to get an

explanation of it from anybody who can

give it. The item is so indefinite that we
only make out from the name of Virginia
in the corporation that the road must run

from Cincinnati up the river Ohio. That
would be, of course, iu the line of the im¬
provement towards this cit}-, and Rich¬
mond, we therefore suppose, has a vital in¬
terest iu it. There arc so many Richmond*
that we could not infer from the appearance
of that name in the statement that our own
city was meant; and as the Chesapeake and
Ohio road is finished to the Ohio river,
when the disposition of Ricbmondto finish
the work from "Nine-Mile" is mentioned
it leads us into uncertainty. The matter is
interesting to our people, and we should be
glad to have the vague paragraph of the
Cincinnati paper made clear :

The Ohio Riykk Railroad..At tbc open¬
ing of the books for tlie subscription for
stock of the Cincinnati, Ohio River and
Virginia railroad, .at the office of Joseph
Kinsey & Co., the sum of $20,000 was sub¬
scribed, and it was shown that the people
of Cincinnati would build the road as far
as California, and from there it was confi¬
dently promised tbat the people above;
would build it as far as Nine-Mile, and,
from the feeling that has been manifested
by the people of Richmond, it is expected
they will furnish the means to complete the
"Ohio River" from Nine-3lile as far as
their city. Experienced and competent
railroad builder's were present, and sub¬
mitted propositions to grade the entire
length of tbc road. This subject was re¬
ferred to a committee of the Board of In¬
corporators.viz.: Jlon. G. W. C. Johnston,
Hon. B. Egglestou, W. AV. Sutton, Colonel
R. M. Moore, Joseph Kinsey, and J. U.
Hammond, to act upon and report The
meeting was well attended, and the enthusi¬
asm manifested is a guarantee of the sue-,
cess of the enterprise, if a corresponding
feeling is met with along the line of the
road.

DEMOCRATIC MEETING BROKEN UP. ;V
Wc had a telegram ubout thc iuterniptxra

of the Democratic meeting at Beaufort, S. 1

C., hilt the affair is worthy of a more detail¬
ed notice. Such an interruption of a Rndi-"
cal meeting by Democrats would have tilled
the local jaiU with Democrats; and tbis
country is called a republic !" The meeting
was held on Thursday, and the account is

diitcd that day at Beaufort :
"

General Hampton and several speakers,
unaccompanied by any esport, arrived here
last night, and were announced to speak to¬
day. His reception by the negroes at Early
Branch, in this county, yesterday, was a

great surprise to the Republicans here, and
when they learned that nearly every negro
at the meeting yesterday had declared him¬
self undeceived and his intention to vote
for Hampton, they determined to prevent a

similar catastrophe here to-day if possible,
especially as the Republican meeting held
here last Saturday, at which Cardoza,
Brown, Congressman Smalls, and other
leaders spoke, was a failure, lejs than thirty
negroes attending. In accordance with the
determination, opposition meetings were

attempted to be held to-day at points out¬
side the town. The colored Lieutenant-
Governor, Gleayc?, and others busied them¬
selves during ' the morning guarding the
streets and forbidding their followers com¬

ing to the Democratic meeting.-* Others,
and particularly one J. M. Crowfut, a white
earpet-baggcr, openly declared his intention
to prevent *7udge Cook?, Republican, irom
speaking or to break up tbc meeting.

Despite all these efforts, however, at least
400 negTOes assembled in front of the club-
bouse \vhen...th.e jne.qting .opened, and they
heard General Hampton in respectful silence
and witli ; bnt few Interruptions. Colonel
Youmans followed, and in the course of his
remarks quoted Chamberlain, Elliott,
Dunn, arid Cardozo's evidence as to the bad
cbaracter.of each other, and the disorder at
once began under the direction of Langly,

a pure-1>lopded negro, who was convicted
of stuffing1 Wllot-boxes a few years ago, and
imprisoned forf. two years, but pardoned'by.
President Grant at the ^'expiration of one,
and is now auditor of this county. .

FORCED TO RETIKE.

After a half-hour's futile endeavor to se¬
cure order, and silence Youmans retired
from the stage without completing his'
speech.
Judge Cooke was then introduced as a

Republican, but Langley . .industriously
whispered about among his followers that
Cooke was really.a Democrat and a traitor,
and ^ave orders to prevent bimlrom making
himself heard. Cooke still endeavored to
speak, but was not allowed, to do so. As the
negroes were increasing: in their yells he
also retired, after some time, without hav¬
ing uttered one audible sentence. The
negroes were greatly elated at. his discomfi¬
ture, as he is known to have been chiefly
instrumental in converting the negroes in
all other counties to Hampton, and were
loud in their insults and cries.

Colonel* J. G. Gibbes next attempted to
ppeak, and succeeded somewhat better. He
spoke for some time, amusing them with
anecdotes, but was also cried down when¬
ever he attempted to say a word against the
Republican candidates. 1

THE MEETING ABANDONED.

He, too, was finally compelled to husb,
and then General Hampton came, forward
and declared that the meeting was dissolved
in consequence of the riot. The authorities
and policemen who were present either
could not or would not preserve 01 der, and
the remaiping speakers declined to face the
storm of insults and yells to no purpose.
General Jlamptou kindly Mde the negroes
farewell, with good wishes for their welfare,
and told them, in conclusion, that they had
done more to elect him to-day than had been
by the white people of any other county in
the State.

NAVY OFFICERS PRESENT.
He informed them of the fact, of which

they. had been kept up to that time in igno¬
rance, that a party of eight or ten officers of
the fleet at Port Royal had been present
throughout the meeting in citizens' dress,
and that they had themselves witnessed the
whole disgraceful scene unobserved, and
expressed their indignation at what they
had seen, and- would be called upon
to give their testimony, on the lawless
conduct of the crowd." The mob then
dispersed, the negroes being evidently
startled at the turn affairs had taken, as

there are no> United States troops stationed
in this county, .and they firmly believed
there was not a soldier or an officer nearer
than tire fleet, twelve miles down -the har¬
bors, .' '. .'

GENERAL HAMPTON'S APPEAL.
